Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to the specificaion (which refers to the expandable frame as element 49) is 
inconsistent with the proposed amendment to the drawings (which denotes the same element with reference numeral 79) . 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Claims 9-13, 15, 29-46, 48, 49, 56, 61, 62, 70, 72-79 and 
87-93 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph. 
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The opening of the Kugler et al. graft component is located 
at the base of the triangular tabs shown in figure 3B. This 
opening lacks other structure supporting a totality of the 
opening circumference (as recited at the end of claim 9) since 
there is no stent or other similar structure located at the base 
of the triangular tabs which extends around the totality of the 
opening circumference. In other words, if one draws a line in 
figure 3B of Kugler et al. which represents the circular opening 
circumference at the base of the triangular tabs, supporting 
structure 52 intersects this line only at discrete points (at 
the bottom points of the supporting structure 52) . The opening 
of the Kugler et al.. graft component is unsupported at locations 
between these discrete points.
